LAST HOURS. 
ACCOUNTS GIVEN BY MIS ATTENDANTS. 
Speceai Diapatch to The Chicago lriounr, 

Wasuineton, Nov. 22.—At 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing the V cc-President awoke, and in response 
to inquiries of atcendants replied that he bad 
slept very sounsly. and felt very much refreshed. 
He sat up in bed and took a giass of the bitier 
water prescribed for bim by Dr. Baxter, ana 
shortly afterwards arose from his bed and walked 
about the room. One of the attendants, Mr. 
F. A. Wood, of the Capitol police, was in the 
room with him, when he observed, about fifteea 
mi u es past 7 o'clock, a change in the 
Vice-President’s condition. He was then 
lyiog in bed, and drawing sboirt sad 
hurned breaths, and moving about uneasily, bis 
limvs twitching convulsively. Mr. Wood imme- 
diately called Capt. E. D. Town, of the Capitol 
police, and, telling bim that the Vice-President 
was worse, asked him to send a messenger imme 
diately jor Dr. Baxter, and another for Dr. C. M. 
Ford, residing on Capitol Hiil. This was done 
by Capt. Town, who then joined Mr. Wood. Ap- 
proaching the bed, Capt. Town noticed that each 
breath of the Vice-President grew shorter and 
weaker, and, as he stepped around the side of 
the bed to support his bead, he 

GAVE ONE LONG GASP AND EXPIRED, 

at twenty minutes past 7 o'clock. Upon waking 
this morning Mr. Wilson spoke of his election to 
the Vice-Presidency, aod remarked : If I live to 
the close of my preseot term there will be only 
five who have served their country so long as I. 
Four times before 12 o’clock las: night he calieJ 
for water, and drank the entire glassfall uearly 
every time. Night befora la-t Mr. Wiisou said 
that he felt a premonition of his old trouble, af 
a pain at the base of bis brain, and remarked 
that be must bave more decisive treatment, 
but be said nothing to the doctor about it. Last 
night, between 6 and 8 o’clock, he said: If the 
doctor were bere, I would have a blister applied 
to the back of my neck.” When Mr. Wood, the 
attendant, told him that he (Wood) could apply 
it, he said: Tes, but we don't want to take the 
responsibility.” Still he deemed it unnecessary 
to send for the doctor. From 8 till haif-past 9 
o'clock last night Messrs. Wood and Boyden 
manipulated him, pinching him thoroughly. He 
never liked to be rubbed. Mr. Wileon became 
greatly attached to Boyden, who attended him 
through his iluess, and nove could nurse him so 
much to his satisfaction. and when Boydeu eu- 
tered at 7 o'clock this morumg he remarked:

He spoke witu 
much feeling of the kindvess which had been 
shown him by everybody. particalarly by the 
press, and bis eyes moistened as he spoke 
of t!> consideration of the journalists of the 
country. He mentioned the attention shown 
him by the President and Mre. Grant, and spoke 
of the fowers which the ra ne oom him. 

. 22.—Vice-President 
Wilson died very saddenly at 7:30 this morniog. 
He rested well last night, awoke at 7 o’ciock ths 
morning, and expressed himself as feeling bright 
and He sat up iu bed to take his medi- 
eiue, lay down on his left side, and expired in a 
few moments without a — 

It having been represented last night that the 
Vice-President had so mach improved that be 
would be able to seave the city for the North 
this week, the intelligence of hi» sudden deach 
this morning fell with startling force and sud- 
denness on the commanity. The Vice-President 


lay upon a plain oak tedstead, which was placed 
immediately under the Rembrandt portrait of 
Washingion, which had the _ inscripuon: 
„Patria Pater.” Tbe.room bore witness to the 
illness which had preceded the death, and to the 
confusion which followed it. The body Jay upon 
the back, and scarcely presented as rigid ont 
lives as are usual io death. The face, 
propped up freparatory to the post-mor- 
tem and embalmment, was remarkably beau- 
tiful in its repose. ‘There was not a 
trace of pain about it. There was 
nove of the darkness Of deatb. The face looked 
as gentle, strong. pure, and noble as in the 


happiest moment of life. There was 

NO SIGN OF WOMAN'S BAND 
or woman's attention, save one. An elderly lady 
from New Engiand, name unknown, pressed her 
way through the thioug of 5 nators and Senate- 
attendants to the bedside, where she caressed 
the cold teatures with passionate devotion, sud 
bathed tue placid cheeks with her tears. 

Ihe writ pg-tabie gaveevidence of the restless 
activity whica physicians and friends could pot 
restrain, and which no doubt hastened bis de- 
cline. Ibere werethe Washington papers, several 
Southern papers, some of which contained 
pleasant notices of Mr. Wilson, aod letter-paper 
and postal cards which had been in use only the 
evening beiors. The pen seemed to have only 
just dropped from the busy hand. It is the 
medical opinion that the boy can be preserved 
until the meeting of Congress, 

THE REMAINS 

are in a verv different state from that in which 
Mr. Sumper’s were whev embalmed. The post- 
mortem tais afternoon has complete y drained 
the body of blood. so that the embalming 
fluids will be more certam to take et- 
fect. Dr. Baxter is sur rised that death 
did pot take place at the time of the atiack the 
other day. The arteries at the base of the brain 
were not ma condition to revist the s ightest 
pressure. It is now certain that the weakness 
between the shoulders alone prevented a fatal 
termination of that attack. That weakness fur- 
nished a ceotre of contraction which then saved 
the brain. 

The body will remain to-night in the. Vice- 
President's room, where the death occurred, It 
will be guarded by a detachment of Capitol po- 
lice until the Committee of Afrangements have 
come to a conciusiou about the fuveral. 

AT NIGHT. 

The scene at the Capitol to-night was a sol- 
emp one. Ihe Vico-President’s room no longer 
presented the confusion of the deata scene, bu 
had the us al appearance of the executive of- 
tice, save that in ihe centre of the room, upon a 
bier. its busy occupant lay dead. The body was 
clutbed in the black evening suit which the Vice- 
Preeidect bas lately woru on State occasions. 
The left band was laid acsoes the breast; the 
richt «as extended at the side. The position of 
the body bad bee reversed from tha: iv which 
it lay at the time of death, so that the feet were 
towards the east and the face looked up into the 
iace of Washington. : 

THE FACE OF THE DEAD 
had grown very pale and wan since morning. 
The post-mortem had drained the body of its 
vital fluids, so that the collapse was painfuuy 
manifest. By the side of the coflin there had 
been placed a beantifui faneral-wreath from 
Mrs. Grant. and a cross from Gen. Babcock. 
One soliiary gurad was on duty io the dea h- 
chamber. A relay of Senate police was stati ned 
in the ante room. The building and the haill- 
ways during the evening had been draped in 
simple black. There were no otber emblems of 
mourning. The ouly sgns of life in that vast 
pile were the nollow tread of the guard torough 
whas had become the halls of death. 

LATER. 

The emba!mers fear to-night that the remains 
cannot be kept as long as had been expected. 
The post-morte m appears not to have been made 
with @ special view to embaiming, and on that 
account it has not been possible to make the 
embalment as perfect as had been boped. Quite 
a number of the Senators wish to have the 
funeral postpoved until the meeting of Con- 
grese. Tbe question cannot be decided until 
toe Committee meets to-morrow.

. POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION. 

Wasurineton, D. C., Nov. 22.—The following 
is @ synopsis of the result of the post-mortem : 
It began a: 11:35 a. m., four hours after death; 
thermometer, 62; external appearance nothing 
unusual; the brain weighed 49 ounces; texture 
of the brain full of black fluid blood; deposit of 
lymph on surface of the cerebral hemisphere ; 
consistence and color of brain normal; erst the 
size of a pea in each chroyd-plexus; atheroma- 
tous deposit in arteries at base of brain, and in 
the anterior and middle cerebral arteries. The 
spinal cord not being abno: mai in color or con- 
sistence, & Microscopic examination was made of 
this. The lungs disclosed old pleuritic adhesions 
on the left side. There was a calcareous deposit 
the size of a pea on the middie lobe of the right 
lung; lungs conjested. Heart normal, except a 
small caicareous deposit in the aortic valve; pe- 
ricardial fluid normal. Stomach empty: congest- 
ed througyout with slight erosions or abra- 
sions at several points; pyloric por- 
tion normal. Liver congested and some- 
what fatty; small cyst on upper surface. 
Gall bladder fuli of bile; normal. Kidneys— 
Weight, 8 ounces; each congested with one or 
two small cysts aod cicatrice of similar cyst. 
Spleen large and dark. Otherwise normal. 
Other viscera normal. Cause of death, apo- 


piexy.

LYING IN STATE.

That 
geutleman was Oo hie way to the Capitol to learn 
from Mr. Wilson what space was to be occupied 
by these chapters when he learned that the 
Vice-President was dead. 

HISTORICAL.

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 
ESPECIALLY TO SENATOR FERRY, OF MICHIGAN. 
Wasurtneton, D. C., Nov. 22.—The death of 

Vice-President Wilson bas raised the important 
question: “Who is to succeed bim?“ Tho 
Constitution and laws are almost silent on thiy 
subject. The Constitution says that The 
Senate will choose a President ro tempore in 
the absences of the Vice-President, or when he 
shall exercise the office of President of the 
United States It has long been customary, 
soon fler beginning cach sessivn, for the Vice- 
President to vacate the chair in order that the 
Senate may chooses President pro tempore, 
and, at the close of the session, the same thing 
is done, 60 that, in case of the 
death of the President and Vice-President 
durfog the recess of Corgrfess, there shail 
wtili be au officer «ho can succeed to tae Execca- 
tive Chair. Senator Anthony, of Rbode Is and, 
was President of the Seuate pro tempore during 
the whole of Grant's thet term, but, at tne be- 
ginn of Lis second tei m, in orde: to mwerease 
Carpenter's poi.tical stre:gth in his owa State, 
where au election was about to take place, the 
honor was conferred on that gentleman, out Car- 
peoter was defeated aud clused bis Congres- 
siopal career on the 4th of last March, and when 
the Senate met in called session the question of 
choosing a new President pro tempore came 
again before the Republican caucus. The 
two candidates were Anthony aod Ferry 
(of Mictngan), avd the election turned 
more on tue currency question thau on anything 
elee. The inflationists, by some means, secuied 
tne nomination of their candidate by one ma- 
jority, aod Ferry was elected. The question 
now atises whether Ferry, on the death of Wil- 
son, becomes Vice-President tor the remainder of 
Gravt’s term, or whether tbe Senate shall hold a 
new e.ection soon after its meeting. Ou this 
there is a division of opinion, but one of the 
oldest Republican Sevators vow in Washington 
gives it as his belief that it will be solved by be- 
ing ignored. He says that the simple fact that 
the possibility exiets thac the Presidént of the 
Senate may become President of the United 
States, will indace the Sevate to elect some otber 
man to fill Ferry’s —— aud he thinks that the 
eboice will fail on Aothoay, who intends to reti:e 
from public life at the close of his present term 
of olfice. 

Tue Western Senators here by no means agree 
with the Eastern ones that Senator Ferry, of 
Michigan. should be removed from his position 
as President pro tem. of che Senate ani acting 
Vice-Piesident. They deny that Ferry was 
elected on & strictly financial issue, aod seem 
dispose 1. irrespective of the different schools of 
finance, to almo:t make a sectional fight. I: is 
evident that there wiil bes contest over the 
matter, and that Ferry will not sucreoder his 
place without a struggle. 


PUBLIC SYMPATHY. 
A NOTABLE ran.

THE LATEST NEWS FROM GORDON. 
New York Timea. 

n latest news from Gordon announces that 
A successfuliy transported a steamer to 
..& Appudo, or A@ado, as it is also 
od, is situated on the Nile, at about 2 


degrees 30 minutes north latitude. R was the 


furthest point reached by Miani, whosé namo 
Speke saw there carved upon a tree. What 
makes the news especiaily important ie that Ap- 
pudo is above the last of the cataracts that ob- 
struct the navigation of the Nile between the 
Albert Lake and Gondokoro. Gordon can now 
explore the lake with his steamer, and it is safe 
to presume that he has already done so—than 
anticipating. Stanley, who, when the steamer 
reached Appudo, was still at the King of 
Uganda’s Capital. The same paragraph in the 
London Times, which contains these facts, also 
mevtions that Cameron was at Tanganyika 
for eight months, trying to gc the 
western route between Uganda and Zanzibar, 
which was interrupted by the Karaque tribe two 
degrees south. This is quite unintelligible, 
though it gives us the assurance, that Cameron 
has abandoned his wild schemé of tollowin 
down the Lualaba (or Congo) to its mouth, an 
is still alive and m the neighborhood of Tauga- 
pyiaka. Since Zavzibar is east, or rather south- 
easterly, of Uganda, the allusion to a westerly 
route between the two is extremely puzzling. 
The Karaque tribe might possibly mean the peo- 
ple of Karaque, but Rumanika, the King of 
Karaqae, is very friendly to white men, and bis 
people would hardly interfere with Cameron. 
The safety of Cameron, however, is the one in- 
telligible part of the news; and it will be a 
great relief to the countless admirers of that 
gailant officer, who, on the assumption that he 
had started on a voyage across the Continent, 
by way of the Lualabs, never expected to bear 
any further tidings from him, 

it was the intention of Stanley to explore the 
Aloert Lake by circumnawigating it in his boat. 
When he learns, as he undoubtedly wiil, that 
Gordon has anticipated bis desigu, he will, 
doubtless, march at once tothe head of Tan- 
ganyika, and follow the Lukuga—the outlet of 
the lake to its junction with the Lualaba. It 
is well known that he aims to complete the ex- 

lorations begun by Livingstone in the Lualaba 
Faller and the brilliant success which he bas 
already attained will probably encourage bim to 
make the attempt, now evidentiv abandoned by 
Cameron, to descend the Lualaba to the sea. 
It is, however, earnestly to be hoped that he 
will not undertake an 3 certain to end 
in irretrievable disaster. ‘The circumnayigation 
of the Albert Lake will convinbe Stanley that it 
has no connection with the Lualaba, as he is 
now decidedly of tbe opinion that it bas, and he 
will, therefore, know, without further expiora- 
tion, that the Lualaba is the Congo. It will be 
much wiser for him to leave the Lualaba at its 
most northerly point, and march northward 
across the Welle, to tbe Bahr el Gazel, and so 
by way of the Nile back to the regions of civil- 
ization. He will probably see the wisdom of 
this course, and will adoptit. He will then have 
made the grandest journey ever yet made in 
Atrica, and can return to enjoy his well-earned 
bonors as the true discoverer of the source of 
the Nile. | 

Within the present month we have learned 
where lie the furthest sources of the Nile. We 
have the important announcement that a steamer 
has been virtually launched on the Albert Lake, 
and we have received the news of Cameron's 
safety. Never before in the whoie history of 
African exploration has so much and so impor- 
tant news been received in so short a time. 

AN ITALIAN EXPEDITION T@ AFRICA. 
Londen Times’ Milan Cerrespom ence, 

It will not be without interest for English 
readers to bear that the Royal Italian Geograph- 
1c Society are preparing an exbibition to join 
the efforts of English, American. and other trav- 
elers to explore the interior of Africa. The So- 
ciety, of which the Senator Cesare Correnti is 
President, has its seat in Rome; it bas already 
raised by private subscription a sum of 70,000 
lire, and relies on Prince Humbert, its honorary 
President, for such a subvention as may enable 
it to raise thatsam to 100,000 lire, or £4,000, 
which ia deemed sufficient for that purpose. 
The Italian expedition is to be divided into two 
sections; one is to set out from the Gulf of 
Aden for Tajurca, or Berbera, or some 
other port on the eastern coast of A- 
rica, proceed to Shoa, and thence to 

; and from this great slave market it would 
make its way through an unexplored region to 
the central lakes, studying the hydrographic 
course of the Eastern Nile. The other party 
would take its start from Kartoom, aud, explor- 
ing the region lving between Mouboottoo and the 
Viotoria Niyanza, push on, if it be practicable, as 
far as the great Valley of Lualaba, discovered 
by Liv tone. The first-mentioned section of 
the expedition will be commanded by the 1 
Antinori, one of the Vice-President of the 
Geographic Soc ieiy, a distinguished ornithologist, 
who bas spea several years in Cental Africa, 
and whose travels in that region have won him a 
widespread reputation. He is now about 70 years 
old. The other section will be under the guidance 
of Ademoli, also familiar with the districts he 
proposes to explore, a young, brave, and stron 
man, known for his enthusiasm in the work of 
discovery, to which he has devoted himself.

THE SHOOTING OF HAPPY JACK. 
Pueblo (Col.) Cnicfiamn, Nov. 18. 

Mr. Joe Abrams, who has just returned from a 
huntiog expedition on the Upper Arkansas, gives 
us the following particulars of the murder of 
John B. Inman, formerly of Doniphan, Kan., 
better known on the Upper Arkansas country as 
„Happy Jack,” hien occurred on Saturday, the 
80ib of October last: 

Mr. Abrams states that he, in company with 
Messrs. Dorsey and McOreary. went up the Ar- 
kaneas upon a bunting expedition, and in a 
small gulch about 2 miles west from the Arken- 
sas River, near Pleasant Valley, came to the camp 
of John R. Hall, better knownas Arkansas, 
who, according to his custom for the past three 
or four years, had located there to hunt during 
the winter. At the camp was also Happy Jack. 
who was Hall's partner in the winter's hunt. and 
s man named Maguire, better known as 
„Missouri, of whom Hall had purchased a 
wagon, harness, aud mule, paying $40 in cash. 
and promising to pay $30 additional in venison, 
having four weeks’ time in which to deliver the 
latter. After Mr. Abrams and party had been 
in camp a short time, they found that Maguire 
was distrustful of Hall, and. after talking with 
Inman, and fluding the latter would stand by 
him. told Hall that he (Maguire) was afraid he 
(Hall) would cheat him out of bis team, and 
wanted his outfit back, Hall toid him he could 
take back bie outfit or remain aud get his ven- 
ison, just as he Hked. 

During this time Inman bad been pretty full of 
whisky, and Hall bad — — with him, 
teiliog him that, if be intended to be his partner 
in the winter’s bunt, be must keep sober. This 
enraged Inman, and, from TLaureday until Satur- 
day mornivg, he did his best to get Hail to 
fight, insulting him in every way. all avoided 
the fighi, and allowed Iutman to say just what he 
chose withont resenting it. 

Un Saturday morning Iuman and Maguire con- 
cluded to leave the camp, and the latter went for 
bis remaining mule, while the former took charge 
of the wagon and went to dividing the provis- 
ions with Hall. During the division, while Hall 
was kneeling on the gitound, Inman tried to 
draw his knife, but Hall seeing tae movement, 
jumped quickly up, and drawing his reyolver, 
said: *‘Jack, we've had enough of this. You 
have tried to get a fieht out of me for several 
days. Now, if you must and will fieht, go to the 
wagon and get your pistol and wo'll aht it out.” 

luman went to the wagon and after fumbling 
about in it a while, returned without his pistal. 
hook hands with Hall, and taking his share of 
the provisions went down the guich towards his 
wagon. 

About this time Mr. Abrams, who bad been 
temporarily absent from camp, returned,aod was 
eitting in front of the tent with Hail, the latter 
telling him that Inman aud Maguire were gotug 
away. Just then Mr. Abrams noticed loman 
coming towards them, and remarked tae fact to 
Hall. Inman came up in front of them. and, 
placiog ope hand against a tree, remarked that 
he had come for those things be leit. Hall, 
without getting up, peached into the tent and 
handed out a pair of blankets, a coat, and some 
other articles. Just as Hall laid the last article 
out, Iuman drew bis pistol aud, calling out Dio, 
you s—n of a b! shot at Hall. Hali dodged 
and sprang to his feet, drawing his revolver. 
Both parties stood behind trees, and fired three 
shots each, Hall's last shot striking Inman be- 
tween the eyes. 

Hail immediately went for the doctor, aud on 
bis return on Sunday, found Laman alive, though 
uncouscioua, The wounded man died at 12 
o'clock the same night. 

Hall immediately went with the remainder 
of the party to Ula, in the Wet Mountaia Val- 
ley, where, after a hearing before Justice Davis; 
he was discharged. 

A MAN SHOOTS HIS DAUGHTER, AND THEN 
KILLS HIMSELF. 
Drie (Pa.) Dnapateh, Nov, 20. 

A tragedy was enacted yesterday at about 11 
o'clock, on Sixteenth street, between French 
and Holland streets, in this city, which is the 
most shocking of any that have occurred here 
for years. 

The name of the actor is Jacob Wambgaons, a 
German, 60 years old, a widower, and the father 
of thirteen children. The family came to this 
city about thirteen years ago from Germany, and 
settled in the district known as Marvintown, on 
Twenty-cighth street, a little way east of Parade. 

After the death of his wife, Wambgaons, a man 
of very violent passions, became strangely tyran- 
nical over his children, for the reason that they 
wished to conform to the rules of the so- 
ciety of the land of their adoption, and the old 
gentleman sought in almost every possible man- 
ner to preventihem. In the old country he had 
held the position of Royal gamekeeper, was an 
expert at fire-arms, and regarded as an excellent 
men and an honorabie, upright citizen, which 
reputation he maintained after coming to this 
country until quite recently, when he became 
addicted to a little toa much drink, but there is 
no evidence, by the way, that he bad been in-

had held the position of night watchman at the

Conference Between Architects 
Tilley and Egan. 


Hopes that They Will Succeed in 


Reaching an Agreement. 


Opinions of Architects itects About the Plans-- 
What Harms Is Doing. 


The unsatisfactory results of the conference 
Saturday afternoon between the County Com- 
mittee and city officials, of which a full report 
was published in Tux Tamer, was a general 
theme of conversation on the streets and in 
many Offices yesterday. The public seem to be 
of one opinion, which has not changed at al! 
withiu the past two weeks. They bold that Chi- 
cago represents niue-tentus of Cook County, 
and as such should bave the “say-so” about 
the exter.or style of any building that aball be 
erected. They lean but one way, and are loud 
in their cries against the County Ring's hasty 
action, and hold that the excuses offered by 


some of the members Saturday are very dimsy | 


indeed in their character. 
FRIENDLY CONSULTATION. 

However, it may ba gratifying to statef tlat 
the architects are likely to agroe, as Messers. 
Egan and Tilley held a number of friend!y coa- 
sultations yesterday, Mr. Egan stands in a 
rather peculiar position, as, no matier what his 
will or action may be, it will have to be approved 
by the Oounty Commissioners before it can be 
tecognized as official. 

It is beld by some that the Ring wil! not 
accept Mr. Egan's changes, if he pro- 
poses any, and that they will demand 
a submission to his accepted plan. 
This idea is scouted by others, who hold 
that, no matter how corrupt and compact the 
Ring may be, it cannot afford to, and will not 
dare to, oppose the voice of the masses of the 
people; and in case they do oppose the popular 
will an injunction will at once be applied for. 

A PROBABLE AGREEMENT. 

Leaving these very unportaut questions, which 
can only be decided iu the future, it seems more 
than likely that by this morning both Mowers. 
Egan aod (Tilley will bave agreed 
upon some definite plan. Both of 
these gentlemen treate] each other with 
much cordiality yesterday, and showed g desire, 
apparently, to please the public and harmonize 
the exterior of the building, and there vai a 

reuerous give“ and “take” on both sides. 
Tueir conferences were very naturally private, 
but the result will be reported to the gdjourned 
meeting of the Committees this afternacen, whea 
it is boped, and by many believed, that a de‘inite 
plan will be agreed upon. 

ARCHITHOTS’ VIEWS. 

In a conversation wiih several architects yes- 
terday, they sisted to a Tuer repocter, 
in regard to the plans, that Mr 
Egan’s presented a eat many objec- 
tiomable points, chief of wiiich were 
the tower, the entrance way for carriages, and 
the connections between the buildings. The 
Urst, they hold, is out of proportion aad un- 
couth in geveral appearance; it is unshapely in 
general design, and will not agree with tue con- 
tour of the building when completed. As to the 
ached roadway, which wil be 30 feet in widib, 
running from Randolph to Washington streets, 
they hold that it is unoecessary, apd that it wii] 
be of no great use tothe general public. Ona 
of the gentiemen said that it would 
be used by County Commiss#ioners, 
Councilmen, and otber city and county 
officials, as @ good place to bitch their horges, 
aud will, as a consequence, be 8 receplacie for 
filth, and will require two man to keep it iu a de- 
cent condition, besides proving a noisy nuisance 
to the employes in the building, 

THB CONNECTING LINK. 

As to the connections, they say that in order 
to go from one buildioꝶ to the other, ascent has 
to Be made to the third story, which, to say the 
least, is rather a defect. On the other hand, 
they gay that Mr. Tilley’s design is too elaborate 
u the exterior, and will cost more than ho esti- 
mates. though they admit it ia very beautiful 
acd lays claim to a great deal of orginality. 

| THE GBOUND. 

At the Court-House Square yesterday Con- 
tractor Harms was working under a disadvaut- 
age, Saturday the laborers had left the ground 
too much on a slope where they had been dig- 
ging, and the frost had rendered it very hard, se 
that but slow progress wag made.

His reputation had never been attacked 
until he came here, and if charges were made 
he would endeavor to prove to the citizens of 
Cook County that he meant what he said, whep 
he stated he would do the work righi.

Miss Pauline 
Merritt, a sister of Mrs. Titus, played at Ma- 
cauley's Theatre a few weeks agd, and after her 
engagement remained in the city for some days. 
stopping at the residence of ber mot ber. Dur- 

this time her deposition in the case was 
ven. She states that the plaintiff married 
the defendant at the Seutbern Hotel, in St. 

Louis, and that at the time of the marriage 

the defendant had no money of bis orn, 

and the plaintiff supported both herself 
and the defendant. That Titus was a drivk- 
ing man, and, in addition to that, mistreated 
hik wife and squandered ber property. That for 
the past two years he has been a confirmed 
drunkard, apd would at times go without speak- 
ing to his wife for two weeks, during which time 
he would refuse to take ber to the table, or go 
with her to the theatre. That be never attend- 
ed to business, and did no labor whatever. While 
in St. Louis in January, 1875, she states Titus 
treated his wife very badly. aud did not speak to 
her for three or four weeks. Although his wile 
was ill at the time he failed to pay any attention 
to her, and she sent to this city for ber mocher 
to nurse ber. While in Kansas City he cursed 
apd abused bis wife because she refused to play 
at the matinee when she was sick. and, on that 
occasion, he also threatened to take his trauk 
and leave her. She pleaded with him to remain, 
and be went out and gat drunk. The witness was 
sent for about 4 o’ciock in the morning, and re- 

maiued in the hall talking to Titus until 6 

o'ciock, pleading with him vot to desert his wife. 

While im Philade'phia in October, 1574, he also 

treated his wife very badly, and ou one occasion, 

when she spoke to bim about business, be told 
her roughiy that she did not know apything 
about business, and pusbed ber. and she would

he bandied ail the mouey, aud when the piaia- 
tiff asked him for money he would say thai be 
did not have any, and won'd then go out and 
spend it in drinking.

PAY OF BATLIFRs, 

The bailiffe of the different courts sent in 3 
petition, backed by the Judges of tbe Circuit,

per aunum. They complained that ther could 
not live comfortably on the latter meagre sti- 
pend.

CHEAP TRANSPORTATION RAILROAD-LINES. 
To the Ed tor af The Chacage Tribune ; 

Opt k, III., Nov, 17.—I notice in your Tri- 
Weekly issue of the 12th inst. an article headed 
“Proposed Independent Freizht-Line,” aud 
thereunder appears a report of the meeting of 
the Directors of tho Neu York Cheap Trans- 


portation Agsoeiation,” at which a Committee 

expressed the opinion that Tus only way to re- 
lieve New York, etc., was to be found ia au inde- 
pendeot railroad between the East and West.” 
In this opinion both producers aud consumers of 
the Northwest should coveur; but the question 
to be solved is, How can it be built, and controll- 
ed, perpetdally, in the interest of the Cheap 
Transportation Associations of theeountry? My 
ans wer would be, that the reed must be copstruct- 
ed and equipped by capital advanced by individ- 
uals and logns secured by mortgage; and when, at 
low tariff rates, the earnings above the neces- 
gary trapsportation expenses and repairs of all 
kinds shal! have reimbursed the parties who may 
have advanced the money or its equivalent te con - 
struct the road, it should be considered public 
property, and operated thereafter at the lowest 
rate of tolls consistent with economy in maln- 
taining efficient organizations in the transporta- 
tion eed mechanical departments of the works 
and way of the lice. 

It bas occurred to me that all of the principal 
merchants, produce and provision dealers, and 
many others, at the terminal points and along 
the line of such a thoroughfare, may be induced 

to take stock or scrip bearing low annual inter- 
est, payable by the road 008 age 
with the pricipal, at the option of the ho re of 
the same, in transportation, as follows: Each 
shipment to be pail by the shipper or consignee 
in cash, say 75 or 80 per cent of the amoupt, 
and the balance to be indorsed on or applied 
ip payment of coupon stock obligations of the 


line. 

If individual parties would advance, as above 
atated, 30 or 40 per cent of the amount required 
for the cunatruction aod equipment of the road, 
the balance, I feel confident, can be easily ob- 
tained by the issue of bonds, at the usual inter- 
est, on thirty years’ time. 

The road should be chartered by Congress. 
and approved of by the several States through 
which the line may pass; the same to be con- 
trolled by a Board of Direetors, to be equally 
apportioned to and appointed by the Governors, 
aud approved by the Senates, of the several 
States to or through which the road may be lo- 
cated, and the President of the United States, 
with the approval of the Senate thereof. The 
appointments to be so arranged that a smal) per 
cent of the members will leave the Board an- 
nually, and the same, or others, returoed to fill 


the vacancy. Tue Directors to a 274 aud con- 
irdi the principal officers in the con- 
straction aud management of the road, and to 
exercise all legal and corporate powers delegat- 
ed to them by the charter. 

if some plan of this kind can be inaugurated 
and successfully worked, fluctuating and un- 
just discrimination in rates, aod maride 
corners will be of the past, and the public 
will. within a reasonable time, have a thoroagh- 
fare as free as the wagon-roads of the couutry,— 
each paying only the actual cost of transporta- 
tion and maintenance vedi way. J. H. M.

VICE-PRESIDENT HENRY WILSON. 
The death of Henry Wuson has been 
looked for by many for several months, de. 
spite his own earrfest protestations of re- 


The life of the deceased statesman has been 
a marked one, and its record is one that may 
be profitably studied by all Americans. It is 
a record that should be carefully observed by 
all young men of whatever occupation or 
pursuit. Born in 1812, in poverty, he was 
apprenticed to a farmer at 10 years of age, 
and served laboriously until his majority, in 
1833. Wich little opportunity for schooling, 
he found the means, even in those days, 
when books were not as plentiful or 
as accessible as now, to read a great 
many volumes of history and biography. As 
soon as he had completed his apprenticeship 
on the farm, he walked to Natick, Massachu- 
setts, where he engaged at shoemaking, at 
which he worked diligently, practicing tem- 


cumulated seme five hundred dollars. He 
then tried to improve his limited education 
by attending an academy in New Hampshire, 
but the depository of his savings having be- 
come insolvent, he returned to shoemaking 
at Natick. His good habits and his natural 
abilities, however, made him conspicuous 
among his associates, and in 1840 he was 
enlisted in behalf of Gen. Harrison's elec- 
tion to the Presidency, he making 
a great many speeches. From that time to 
the present he has been conspicuous in 
American politics. He was almost con- 
tinuously a member of either one or the other 
branch of the State Legislature, and fre- 
quently the presiding officer. He was an 
active Anti-Slavery man, and opposed the an- 
nexation of Texas. In 1848 he left the 


the Anti-Slavery platform, and united with 
the Free-Soil party. For two years he edited 
an Anti-Slavery paper in Boston, serving also 
in the “Legislature. In 1852 he presided at 
the Free-Soil National Convention in Pitts- 
burg. In 1853 he wasthe Free-Soil candi- 
date for Governor of Massachusetts, but was 
defeated. When the Know-Nothing organiza- 
tion elected Garpngr Governor of Massachu- 
setts, Mr. Wiso was a member of that 
party, but when that party, subsequently, 
rejected an Anti-Slavery platform, he aban- 
doned it. In 1855 he was elected to the 
United States Senate in place of Epwarp 
Everett, resigned, and continued by suc- 
cessive elections a member of that body until 
1878, when he resigned to become Vice- 
President, to which place he was elected in 


1872. 
Mr. Witson has been a laborious public 


officer. For thirty-five years he has held 
elective offices, and in all of them had borne 
himself honorably and creditably. From the 
humble position of an uneducated farm-hand 
and a journeyman shoemaker he had pro- 
gressively ascended in public favor and confi- 
dence to the second office of the Republic, 
He began his public life as*a deter- 
mined opponent of slavery, and at 
once was in sympathy with the popu- 
lar sentiment of his State. But it 
was not merely because he was on the popu- 
lar side that he was successful; his success was 
due to the earnestness and the ability, the 
' ce and the energy with which he 
advocated the right and opposed the wrong. 
His success did not prove too great for him 
to bear. He was not so dazzled by his hon- 
ors, mor overcome by his unexpected emi- 
nence, as to follow the example of so many 
others in like circumstances. He maintained 
his personal integrity, preserved his strictly 
temperate, abstemious habits, and to these 
circumstances, as well as to his natural abili- 
ty, are due the popularrespect and confidence 
he has so long enjoyed. 
Mr. Wrison was an ardent supporter of the 
War, and, as Chairman of the Committee on 
Military Affairs in the Senate, strongly aided 


army and its successful maintenance. He 
was also an active participant in the Recou- 


‘struction policy of Congress. Mr. Wi1Lson 


was an able and an earnest speaker. He was 


pressive, because they were earnest, and their 
impression on the reader is as strong ag that 


Since the reconstruction of the Southern 
States, Mr. Wiusox has been conspicuous for 
his appeals for harmony, conciliation, and a 
forgetfulness of the War. He paid several 
visits to the Southern States, and was every- 
where welcomed and greeted with respect 
and hospitality by the Southern people. 

Mr. Wrsow has written a history of the 
Slave Power in America, of which, however, 
several volumes have not been completed, 
and his speeches and public papers will make 
several volumes. 

He was an able man, a respectable man; 
honorable in all his dealings, public and pri- 
vate; his influence upon public affairs has 
been healthful; he labored for truth, hon- 
esty, and justice; patriotic himself, he was 
prepared to accept the professions of those 
who had been in the Rebellion, and to accord 
to them, upon their submission, full fellow- 
ship in the American family. Though the 
author of no measures and the originator of 
no policy, he nevertheless gave his ability 
and his life to his country honestly and faith- 
fully. 


THE INFLATION DELUSION AGAIN. 

A call is published in au Indianapolis paper, 
purporting to have been signed by 3,000 per- 
sons, for a Convention to meet in that city 
Dec. 1, to adopt a memorial to Congress. 
The call recites : 

The increased depression of business resulting in 
the failare and bankruptcy of all productive enter- 
prises; the enforced idjeness of thousands of honest 
and industrious working people; the continued 
shrinkage in values; the vast burden of public and 
private debt, relatively increased by the depression of 
all other values ;—all produced by a mistaken policy of 
financial legislation. 

Having recited the evils produced by finan- 
cial legislation, they propose as remedies : 

1. The repeal of the Saerman bill of Jan. 
14, 1875. 

2. The permanent retirement of all Na- 
tional Bank notes, and the issue in place 
thereof legal-tender greenbacks. 

8. The refunding of the bonded debt into 
bonds bearing 3.65 per cent interest, con- 
vertible into legal-tender paper money on 
demand. 

Of course the general reader will recog- 
nize in this the same old story which has 
been doing service at Indianapolis for two 
or three years. Nevertheless, it may not be 
untimely to again expose the shameless ef- 
frontery with which these people proclaim 
their absurdities. 

The evils which are proclaimed to be exist- 
ing are attributed to a “‘ mistaken policy of 
financial legislation,” but as we have not had 
any financial legislation since 1864, except the 
act of last winter called the Surman bill. 
But the panic of 1873, which preceded all the 
real and imaginary depression, and enforced 
idleness of workmen and shrinkage of val- 
ues, can hardly be attributed to the legisla- 
tion of 1875. Moreover, that act of 1875 was 
the most mocnous piece of legislation that 
Congress ever perpetrated. It had no point, 
—no aim; and has been utterly barren of all 
manner of results. It was purely sentimental. 
It has had no effects one way or the other. 
Ig neither expanded nor contracted. It said 
that at some day in the future the .Govern- 
ment would resume specie payments, but 
made no provision or preparation for any 
such proceeding. 

The pretext, therefore, of a mistaken policy 
of financial legislation having produced any 
of the evils enumerated, is one of those beg- 
garly falsehoods to which the cheap politi- 
cians usually resort. 

Nor is the schedule of suffering prepared 
with any better regard for accuracy or re- 
spect for truth. The depression in busi- 
ness” has certainly not increased during the 
last two years; on the contrary, business has 
steadily recovered in permanency and vol- 
umes. Failure and bankruptcy have not at- 
tended *‘ all productive enterprises”; on the 
contrary, the productions of the country in 
1878 were greater than in 1872, and in 1874 
greater than in 1873, and in 1875 far in ex- 
cess of any previous year. That thousands 
of workmen are idle in 1875 is true, but the 
proportion is not by any means as great as in 
1874 or. 1873. The shrinkage in values has 
been purely in speculative enterprises ; noth- 
ing substantial has either wasted or been de- 
stroyed. 

The remedies proposed are naturally such 
as might be expected from men having such 
confused notions of the actual condition of 
the country and of the causes producing 
financial derangements. The repeal of Sarr- 
mAN’s bill would repeal nothing having any 
legal force or operation. The other remedy 
is to double the amount of national legal- 
tender notes and make them exchangeable 
for 3.65 bonds. 

The practical remedy which is proposed is 
an inflation of the currency for the purpose 
of further depreciating it; making the cur- 
rency cheap by reducing its value; and mak- 
ing men rich by giving to them two 50-cent 
dollars in place of one 100-cent dollar. 


THE LAKE-FRONT PROPERTY. 

It is evident that the Common Council are 
trifling with the railroads and betraying the 
interests of the people in the matter of the 
Lake-Fron: property. When, a couple of 
weeks ago, the Council appointed a Commit- 
tee with instructions to confer with the rail- 
roads about the sale of this property, it was 
thought that there was a revival of good sense 
and honest intentions in that body, but the 
fact that this Committee simply reported that 
the railroad people have not come to see 
them, shows that the action was merely in- 
tended to allay public indignation by a pre- 
tense of doing something. That Committee 
was not appointed to sit in state in some con- 
venient beer-saloon and receive the visits of 
railroad Presidents and Directors, nor to dic- 
tate terms upon which the Council would 
agree to consider a proposition for the Lake- 
Front property ; it was appointed to seek out 
the railroads which once bought the property 
and made a cash payment thereon, and ascer- 
tain whether they or any of them 
are still willing to buy the property 
at a fair valuation. In choosing rather 
to report back that nobody had “come to 
see them,” these Committeemen have left the 
impression that there is « ring in the Council 
which is not so much interested in getting a 
good round sum for the city as in levying 
blackmail for themselves. AM 

If the Common Council are earnest in 
their intention to sell the Lake-Front proper- 
ty, there isa very simple way to do it. Let 
them pass a resolution authorizing the Comp- 
troller to transfer the three blocks to the rail- 
roads, or any private purchaser, upon the 
payment of $800,000 cash. The passage of 
such a resolution and the delivery of a guit- 
claim deed (which is all that the city can 
give) would, we have reason to believe, se- 


eure the immediate payment of the money 
into the City Treasury. President Doveas, 
of the Illinois Central Railroad, says that his 
road will take the property at any time on 
these terms. It is all that the land is worth, 
and more than it would bring from any pri- 
vate person or Mr. Dovatras also 
reminds the Council that, while the Michigan 
Central and the Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
Companies withdrew their share of the $200,- 
000 once paid the city, the Illinois Central still 
has $67,000 in the hands of ex-Comptroller 
Kuna, and will contest possession with 
any private person who may purchase these 
three blocks. This is a formal notice to the 
city that the railroads will not negotiate with 
any parties purchasing with a view to resell- 
ing to the railroads, and also that they will 
not pay the Aldermen individually in addition 
to the price they are willing to give the city. 
But the city can get $800,000 for the property 
from the Illinois Central at any time. As 
the city pays 7 per cent for money, this 
price represents an annual rental of the prop- 
erty of $56,000, while it is not now bringing 
in one dollar. 

The particular advantage of selling the 
property at this time is that the pro- 
ceeds of such sale will enable the city 
to go on with its portion of the Court- 
House without levying the cost upon the tax 
payers. In connection with the $600,000 of 
the State fund paid to the city 
after the fire (this being the sum 
reserved for the City-Hall), the $800,000 
which the railroads are willing to pay will 
cover the entire cost of the building, so that 
the tax-payers will not have to contribute a 
dollar directly for this purpose. The 8800, 
000 being a cash payment, the city will be 
able to proceed immediately and as rapidly as 
the county; and, without it, the work will 
drag along for years at an increased cost. 
Before this amount is exhausted, it is probable 
that a large portion of the State fund which 
has been borrowed by the city and is partly 
absorbed in the Gon defalcation will be 
available. In addition to all this, the costly 
buildings which the railroads will erect im- 
mediately, and probably the real estate also, 
will be added to the taxable property of the 
city, county, and State, and afford an additional 
revenue or decrease the present burden of 
taxation in proportion. When this showing 
is contrasted with the present idle condition 
of the property, there is certainly not a tax- 
payer in Chicago but will enthusiastically 
favor the sale. What right, then, have the 
Aldermen, who are elected to represent the 
people and not themselves, to delay this sale 
longer? The only explanation of their dis- 
inclination to sell is the hope that they may 
compel the railroads to make up a purse for 
the Aldermanic ring; this we can tell them 
the railroads will not do, and, if they would 
escape the suspicion, they will do well to 
pass a resolution immediately ordering the 
sale at the terms which have been agreed 
upon as fair and satisfactory. :

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WARNING TO THE COMMUNISTS. 
It seems that while the Chicago Communists 


have been lying low for the last few months, 
they have really been hatching more serious 
mischief than when they expended their sur- 
plus venom in loud-mouthed threats. Their 
secret organization and secret meetings are 
intended, of course, to commit the members 
of their community to more extreme measures 
than they would dare to avow pubiicly. 
They have united themselves with the general 
organization known as the International, 
and they keep themselves inflamed with the 
incendiary fallacies that the European 
Jacobins send them. This secret organiza- 
tion in Chicago only numbers, we believe, 
about seventy-five members at the present 
time, but they are of the most reckless and 
dangerous character. With perhaps one or 
two exceptions they are all foreigners by 
birth, and there probably are not a dozen 
American citizens in the entire lot. They 
are the very scum of the European cities, and 
have no compeers in depravity unless it 
is the convicts who volunteer in Spain 
for the Cuban service in order to 
avoid the punishment for their erimes. They 
are outlaws. Unrestrained by any principles, 
or any consideration for life or property, 
their mission is to circulate among the disso- 
lute and unemployed of the working classes, 
and infect them with their ow2 mad hatred 
for capital. Ifthe approaching winter is se- 
vere and times hard, they will not fail to in- 
crease their number and their fury within 
the next few months; and there is no ex- 
tremity at which they will pause in order to 
attain their ends. 

The objective point of the Communistic 
savages in Chicago is the Relief and Aid fund. 
The cowardly action of the Council winter 
before last, when these reckless fellows began 
their policy of threats, encouraged them to 
renew their attacks on this fund every year. 
Their programme for this season, it seems, is 
bolder and more aggressive than ever before. 
It seems that they have even gone so far as to 
discuss the firing of the city. It is 
hard to believe this, because it is in- 
comprehensibfe to intelligent people that 


any class of persons can be 60 
ignorant as to believe that the destruction of 


capital will benefit them, or so depraved as 
to meditate deliberately the burning of a city. 
But we cannot dismiss the danger as impos- 
sible when we remember the experience of 
Paris. The Communists there proceeded 
upon the very theory that is outlined for 
Chicago, and it is well known that the same 
spirit which actuated them is only kept down 
in the other large cities in Europe by the 
most vigilant system of watching and the 
most summary treatment whenever it crops 
out. 

If the Communists in this country are 
dounting upon the looseness of our police 
system and the American tendency to pro- 
ceed against criminals by due process of law, 
and hope on that account to receive more 
leniency than in Europe, they have ignored 
some of the most significant episodes in 
American history. There is no people in the 
world so prone as the Amerizans to take the 
law in their own hands, when the sanc- 
tity of human life is threatened and the 
rights of property invaded in a manner 
that cannot be adequately reached and pan- 
ished by following the tortuous course of 
the law. Judge Lxywcm is an American by 
birth and character. The Vigilance Commit- 
tee is a peculiarly American institution. 
Bandits and outlaws have always been more 
promptly and summarily dealt with in Amer- 
ica than anywhere else. The final scenes 
in the Communistic tragedy of Paris will ap- 
pear tame in comparison with the treatment 
the same class of dogs will receive in this 
country if they attempt the same sort of 
vandalism. Every lamp-post in Chicago will 
be decorated with a Communistic carcass, if 
necessary to prevent wholesale inceudiarism 
or punish any attempt at it. It is idle to 
reason with people who threaten to burn a 
city. They are not intelligent creatures and 
reason is lost upon them. We can only warn 


them that their threats may have the very | solve a problem by drawing up a law as a 


| opposite effect from what is intended, and 
that, so far from securing any division of the 
Relief money on hand (except as it should be 
distributed among the needy and suffering), 
they may produce a war of extermination in 
which the Communistic sentiment, utterly 
foreign to this country, may be extinguished 
once for all. 
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ENGLISH RELATIONS TO TURKEY. 

The tone of the latest dispatches from Eu- 
rope, touching the Herzegovinian question, 
indicates that England and Austria are acting 
in a belligerent manner towards Turkey, 
while Russia is holding herself aloof. The 
latter Power is evidently pursuing a very 
sound diplomatic policy, and is content to 
wait such time as the Eastern Turkish prov- 
inces shall drop like ripe fruit into her lap 
at the very first agitation, and there is no 
change in her well-established policy with 
reference to these provinces. England, how- 
ever, which has heretofore been intent upon 
preserving the autonomy of Turkey in Eu- 
rope, and even fought against Russia in be- 
half of Turkey, has made a complete revoln- 
tion in her relations, and is now actively 
engaged in stirring up strife and using all 
her influence to induce Austria and Russia to 
drive the Turks across the Dardanelles, and 
effect a partition of the country by giving 
Russia control of the Eastern and Austria 
control of the Western Sclaves. 

The key to this sudden change of policy is 
easy to discover. Like the key to many 
other attitndes of England, it is of a financial 
character. John Bull has been touched in 
his most tender and sensitive spot—his 
pocket. His money-bags are in danger. He 
is the creditor of Turkey to the tune of 
$800,000,000. He loaried her that amount in 
order that she could strengthen her armies 
and navy so as to defy foreign aggression 
and to establish certain Governmental re- 
forms necessary to the preservation of her 
autonomy. This amount the Turks have 
squandered, and now they are in default and 
on the verge of a bankruptcy so complete 
that not only is the loss of the principal cer- 
tain, but the interest is also long overdue. 
There is not a shadow of a hope that Turkey 
can meet her indebtedness to England. The 
debt is virtually secured, however, by a 
mortgage upon the Sclavie provinces. If 
Turkey is destroyed and the Western prov- 
inces go to Russia and the Eastern to Austria, 
then both Russia and Austria will be ex- 
pected to assume their proportion of the in- 
debtedness. If the territory is made free. 
then these provinces themselves must assume 
the obligations and England will recover a 
part of her loss at least. She will, therefore, 
assent to any scheme for the reconstruction 
of Turkey in any form which will restore her 
solvency. This is one way in which England 
hopes to make herself whole, but not the 
only one. She has two strings to her bow. 
She recently put out as a feeler the announce- 
ment that if Russia obtained the Western 
and Austria the Eastern provinces, she 
ought to have Egypt. This, of course, would 
relieve Austria and Russia from any responsi- 
bility for the Turkish debt,—the acquisition of 
Egypt, or a part of it, being considered an 
equivalent. To this Austria has made no 
objection, and the wily Russians, like BAR EIS. 
are ‘ willin’.” The Golos, which reflects the 
views of the Russian Government, in discuss- 
ing the Eastern question, admits the cogency 
of the views of the English journals 
with regard to Egypt, so the dispatches 
state. Russia, in fact, is 80 situated 
that she can afford to let England have Egypt 
and stand by and see Austria absorb the 
Western provinces, forin such an event the 
Eastern provinces will fall to her without the 
nacessity of her striking a blow. It is a 
gigantic game of partition between England, 
Austria, and Russia. The Turks once kicked 
out and Turkey reconstructed, Austria will 
probably gain Herzegovina, Montenegro, 
Servia,, Bosnia, and Croatia. Russia will 
gain Moldavia, Bulgaria, and Wallachia, and, 
by destroying the autonomy of Turkey, En- 
gland will gain the 8800, 000, 000 which she 
‘ent Turkey to preserve it, either from these 
Powers themselves or indirectly in the ac- 
quisition of Egypt, and which she ean ob- 
tain in no other manner. This is the key to 
the change of attitude in England’s position. 
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FRAMING LAWS. 

A curious idea prevails among the effete 
despotismsof Europe.” They think that a law 
should be framed by persons who have read 
much and studied deeply on its subject-mat- 
ter. No English Ministry would bring in a 
bill.on, for instance, the land question with- 
out consulting some, if not all, of the cele- 
brated economists of that country. German 
professors and prominent business men are 
constantly asked to contribute suggestions on 
the kind of law needed to accomplish some 
particular end, with which their study or 
experience has made them familiar. The 
same rule applies to Italy. France offers a 
notable illustration of it. In 1865, just after 
a panic on the Bourse, the Superior Coun- 
cil of Agriculture, Commerce, and Industry ” 
appointed a Board, of which several noted 
economists were members, to consider the 
canses of such an occurrence and suggest 
means for preventing its repetition. This, 
of course, involved a survey of the whole 
field of finance, embracing the mutual rela- 
tions of the Government and the banks, the 
nature and functions of credit, the best kind 
of currency, and similar topics. The Board 
was so composed that it might have well 
ventured to submit a report on these topics 
on its own authority. Such a report would 
have been sure of a respectful reception. 
But instead of doing this, the Board pre- 
pared a circular embodying some forty ques- 
tions on the themes it was appointed to con- 
sider. This circular was sent to several hun- 
dred persons and corporations, to Chambers 
of Commerce, to bankers, to merchants, man- 
ufacturers, large contractors, railroad man- 
agers, and economists. Among the latter 
were Curvalien, WoLowsk1, Bacenot, Miu, 
and Passy. Foto, Biscuorrsazm, and the 
RoTEsoxiILps, were on the list of bankers. A 
number of the persona interrogated appeared 
personally before the Board and were exam- 
ined and cross-examined at length. The 
others answered by letter and many of the 
letters were books in manuscript. From this 
enormous mass of facts and opinions the 
Board drew up an elaborate report which 
covers every point of the science of finance. 
It, with the six volumes of reports, has served 
as a storehouse for French financial legisla- 
tion. France learned from it how to pay in 
gold, within three years, the German indem- 
nity, equal to nearly one-half of our national 
debt, and to do so without disturbing na- 
tional industry or putting the paper currency 
at anything more than a nominal discount. 
The fact was a triumph of common sense.

The New York Post 
suggested, two years ago, somet ing of this 
kind, but limited it toa Joint Special Com- 
mittee of the Senate and the House. It 
should not be confined in this way. Besides 
Sweeman and Bayarp, Gar and Cox, 
the Commission should contain SonUnz, Prof. 
Svuxkn, Davip A. WIS, and some prom- 
inent business men. It should pursue the 
French plan, and might do as much good as 
that has done France. ; 
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LIABILITY OF STOCKHOLDERS. 
The Supreme Court of the United States, 


in the case of Urrox, Assignee of the Great 
Western Insurance Company of Chicago, 
against a subscriber to the capital stock of 
that Company, lays down not only some 
wholesome morals, but also gives solemn 
warning to all those who, expecting to get 
rich by short processes, lend their names to 
insubstantial companies, that they cannot 
escape with impanity. This case was one of 
ten thousand following the collapse of insur- 
ance companies after the Chicago fire. The 
Company was organized gnd subscribers to 
the capital stock were obt@ined under an im- 
pression that when they gave their notes for 
20 per cent of their subscription they would 
never be called upon to pay any more or to 
become further liable. The profits of the 
Company were expected to pay the notes for 
the 20 per cent. In consideration of a sub- 
scription to $10,000 of stock the subscriber 
became a Director. 

When the Chicago fire carried down the 
insurance companies, these stock subscrip- 
tioas became of importance to the creditors 
of the Company, and suits were instituted to 
recover the 80 per cent unpaid subscriptions. 
The Supreme Court has decided that the lia- 
bility of the stockholders extends to the full 
amount of the subscription; and that even 
when as in this case, the certificate of stock 
was stamped ‘‘ non-assessable,” the liabilities 
to the creditors was unchanged. 

This will be a wholesome lesson to all per- 
sons having any substance who are tempted 
to subscribe to capital stock, but who expect 
to escape any liability therefor. They will 
recognize in this decision a notice that when 
they accept stock in an insurance company 
they must count their liabilities at 100 cents 
on the dollar of their subscriptions, no mat- 
ter whether the understanding or representa- 
tions may be that they are to pay 5 or 50 
per cent thereof. When they lend their 
name and credit to a corporation to deceive 
others, the law will hold them to the full 
measure of their bond, and will not permit 
them to plead their private understanding 
and intentions.

A JUDICIAL DECISION OF 
LAW. 
Chicago bankers are interested in a decision 


Court. The case turned upon the question 
whether a bank to which a time draft against 
a consignment had been forwarded for col- 
lection with the bill of lading should deliv- 
er to the acceptors of the draft, at the time 
of acceptance, the bill of lading. The case 
came up from Boston, where the Judge of the 
United States Circuit Court had held that the 
National Bank of Commerce had been guilty of 
negligence for so surrendering a bill of lading 
to the acceptor of a draft, and was 
responsible to the owners of the 
draft upon the subsequent insolvency of 
the acceptor. This decision has now been 
reversed by the Supreme Court. The opin- 
ion of the Court, delivered by Justice Srrone, 
has just been made public, and is of impor- 
"tance to bankers and business men. The 
substance of the opinion is that a bill of lad- 
ing of merchandise, deliverable to order, 
when attached to a time draft and forwarded 
to an agent for collection without special in- 
structions, is to be delivered to the acceptor 
of the draft at the time of acceptance. 
and that it is not the duty of the 
agent for collection to withhold the bill 
of lading from the acceptor until pay- 
ment. The opinion is argued very elab- 
orately by the Justice, and he reaches 
a conclusion so satisfactory to his own mind 
that he states that no respectable case can be 
found where the opposite opinion has been 
held. He basis his opinion on the reason 
of the case and the precedents, and finds 
both overwhelming. The draft in such cases, 
the Court holds, is expected by drawer and 
drawee to be paid out of the merchandise 
consigned, and to withhold the bills of lad- 
ing from the latter would simply deprive 
him of the means of meeting the draft. Such 
a transaction is looked upon as a sale for 
credit, and by law and commercial usage the 
purchaser is entitled to take possession of 
the goods. Of course, the parties concerned 
can make a different arrangement if they de- 
sire. If the case be looked at as not a sale 
on credit, but as a request for advances on 
the credit of the consignment, it is held to 
be still more the duty of the collecting agent 
to surrender the bill of lading, as the pay- 
ment of the draft is evidently asked for upon 
the faith of the consignment. Justice 
Srrone illustrates the absurdity of the view 
that the bills of lading are to be held and the 
property retained in custody of the con- 
signor’s agent until payment of the draft by 
asking what is to be done if the consign- 
ment be of perishable articles, such as 
peaches, fish, butter, eggs, etc. Are they to 
remain in a warehouse until the term of 
credit shall expire ?” 

Two points are to be noticed about this 
decision. It applies to time drafts, not sight 
drafts. It applies to time drafts forwarded 
for collection ‘‘ without special instructions.” 
It is within the power of anv consignor to 
give special instructions. As Justice Srrone 
says in his opinion, the consignor has it in his 
discretion, if he does not choose to rely upon 
the responsibility of the acceptor, to instruct 
his agents not to deliver the goods consigned

HOW THE RING STOLE $136, 000. 

A few days ago Tue Tais explained at 
length the method of steal ug from the Govern- 
ment by the distillers called the India-rubber 
package, and it was at that time intimated that 
otber no less interestiog developments as to 
other methods could be made. In order to get 


| gclear idea of the doiags of the Chicago Ring, 


there should by no means be omitted 
THE HISTORY OF THE SIX BOOKS 


| which will form so important à part of the com- 


ing trials of distillers and rectifiers, especially 
the latter. 

To understand the connectioa of those books 
with the Ring, a few words of explanation are 
necessary. The tax on honest whiceky is paid by 
the distilier, or by whatever person takes it ou 
of the bonded warehouse with tha owner's con- 
sent. It may go to the rectifier, and, in point 
of fact, does so go in most cuses, but it is sup- 
posed in the ey’ of the law to be honest whisky 
when it goes into the laiter’s vate, and, of 
course, no less honest when it comes oat. For 
this reason, the only restriction on tue reotifier 
is that he shail pay 

10 CENTS FOR EACH STAMP 

on his barrels, the same certifying the fact that 
the Gauger has gauged tbem. It will be seen 
then that these stampa, al hough of small finan- 
cial importance, are yet of the last use to the 
Government as being tue only way it bas of 
checking off the rectifier’s ousgoes and making 
them taliv with bis income of spirits which bave 
paid the tax. 


Te importance of these stamps being seen it 


may be said that they are made in the Govern- 
meot Bureau cf Engraving and Printing, and 
issued by the Revenue Bureau with great care. 


They aie 

NUMBERED SUCCESSIVELY, 
each number having a letter of the alphabet in 
conjunction ; as, for instance, the letters from 
Ato Z are each couvled witha number up to 
909,999, and all are boavd io books with stubs. 
The stub covers, of course, the facts noted ia 
the stamp, aud bears the same number. These 
stamps and stubs are bound in books of 400 

and on the cover of the book is a number 

„ieh, by the appiicatioa of a multiplier known 
to the officers, will show in ao instant the oum- 
ber of the firat aud last stamp in the book. 
These books are issued to the different Revenue 
Collectors on their requisition to the Depart- 
ment, and

Whea this is done it m easy to see at a giance 
that certain Gangers have had certain numbered 


with the Chicago Whisky Riog and the support 
that it is alleved to have had from Government 
officials in this city is in connection with this 
verv subject, viz., the keepipg of accounts with 
Geugers as to the stamp-books. It has been 
poted above that common sense ora reasonable 
degree of forethought such as is used in thecon- 
duet of any business euterprise wcald bave dic- 


tated the propriety of keeping a record of what 
was given out. Nevertheless, in the Chicago

and the only record was the simple entry of one 
book of stamps, 640,“ a8 a debit to each Gauger 
when he took a book. It will shorti 
that this was a serious neglect, that it 
showed the grossest carelessness, if nothing 
worse. 

Not long ago the Revenue Bureau demanded 
of the Collector of this district a showing of the 
stamps on hand in fail books aud the number of 
books of stubs that could be produced to 
offeet the stamps sent here. The account was 
made up, but it would not come out even, as a 
well-regu'ated account should, After the most

what had become of all the books of stamps 
into six. Here was a five state of thiogs truly; 
the means of shipping out 2,400 barrols ot illicit 
whisky were furnished the Ring at once by their 
pessession of these si books, each containing 
400 stamps, and, beside, it furnished the 
Gaugers with a sort of defense against the 
charges brought against them. as will be seen. 

It may be said that the stamps alone would 
give the rectifiers no advantage unless they 
had acorru t Gauger to make out and sign them. 
This may or may not be true. if the Gauger 
were corrupt it would facilitate matters some- 
what, but be was vot necessarv, because

was not out ide of che possibilities; and it is not 
too much to say that the rectifler who would 
perjure hinself by swearing to a false returu 
“ould not hesitate to forge & Gauger’s name. 

flow theses amps were used may be shorilr 
stated by saying that tae Goverament office, in 
comparing the receipts Of a certain New York 
pouse which received goods from a Chicago dis- 
tiller with the ehipmente of the bouse here, 
jound that maoy, if not most, of the 2,400 
stamps bad been used by that very man. For 
unatapee, they found a large number of lots, all 
of the same number of batrels. and all vroperly 
stamped as appeared; but, when they examived 
the Chicago man's returus of hquor shipped, 

NOT A SINGLE BARREL 

of this whole number was found to bave been 
returned by bim as shipped to New York or apy 
other place. And, further, every one of those 
barrels of crooked liqaor bad oa a stamp which 
came out of the boons stolen from the Chicago 
Co lector’s ofice,—the KK which could not be 
fouod when called for by the Government. 

Again, the stamps were signed with the names 
of differeut Gauzers all the way along, and 
tho record of the receivers in New 
York contained the same names as having gaug- 
ed the barreis, yet where the returns of these 
Gangers came to oe examined it was fonnd that 
not one of the barrels of crooked appeared on 
them. thus cutting off the idea of the ludia-rub- 
ver olan, and bringing the matter down to a 
calm, clear steal, aud perjary on the pact of the 
Gaugers if they were guiity. 

ON THE OfHER HAND, 
if they were not knowing to the process, then 
there was forgery or suborvaiion thereof com- 
mitted by the rectifier in signing the Ganser 
names to the stamps Or procuring it to be done. 

A ci cumstance luoaing to the probability that 
the fo gery was committed was noted m search- 
ing the rectifying hoase of the man in question. 
There were found amoeg his effects steacils for 
marking barrel-heads, sach as would have been 
used by ali the Gaugers who bad been ow daty at 
bis house. It ie vot unlasful to bave these 
stenci's, but they could not have been used ior

AN OBVIOUS DEFENSE, 
such as they would wot have bad if the Chicago 
office bad been properly condacted. When they 
come to be tried then will with one accord de- 
elare that they never gauged the barrels on

only work, however, in the cases of those who 
are implicated in the steal connected with the 
lost six booxs. Tnose sho were iudicted for 
participation in the india rubber trick wiil have 
brougut up against them chens ubs which they 
returved. Had the Col.ector’s office 
TAKEN THE ORDINARY PRECAUTION 

to minute agetust each Gauger the serial num- 
ber of the book given oat to him, it could easiiy 
bave been told who had uad the stamps whico 
bave sioce been turpivg up all around, and which 
uu ve had oo resp nsibie parentage iu the way of 
records, or reports by the men who used them. 

Anotber fisgrant abuse which was iu vogue in 
the Chicago Co.iector’s office was the giving out 
of books of stamps to rectifiers who applied 
for them for a Gaugr.” It is al- 
most impossible to recovucile tbe idea of 
such a practice with the innocence of the man 
who did it or allowed it to be done, and it could 
only have beeu supposed possible under the be- 
hef that all men in the whisky bosidess were 
purely honest and entirel above the reach of 
temptation. Au entertaining

could be made out of the incidents connected

Now, it appears avon examwation that, 
in a case like this, the Gauger vever returned 
the stamps Z 220,490 to. Z 220,500, aud so in 
other parts of the list. 

THE SIZE Of THE STEAL 

dependent upon thesix booxs mentioned cannot 
exacily be knowo. it may, however, be approx- 
ima e by calculating that each of the 2,400 
stamſe put upon the market a common-sized 
barrel of 42 proof galions, or about 60 wine 
gallons, on waich the tag was lost. This would 
give 192,000 gailops on wh.ch vo tax was paid;
